I  Ivir  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  ijinual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1962* 

The  marked  increase  in  the  population  which  vTas  evident  last  year 
has  continued  in  1962  v/ith  an  average  of  nearly  300  inhabitants  having 
been  added  to  the  Tovm  in  each  year. 

Most  of  the  nev7  families  coming  into  the  Tovm  belong  to  the  younger 
age  groups  and  consequently  have  contributed  this  year  to  a  substantial 
rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  of  some  three  per  1,000  population  over  last 
yearns  figtire  and  is  now  well  above  the  National  average* 

This  trend  bears  out  the  justification  for  the  approach  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  made  by  the  Council  for  improved  Maternity 
Facilities  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  case  has  not  been  accepted 
by  the  i^uthority  in  their  long  term  plans*  The  proposed  provision  of 
sixteen  maternity  beds  instead  of  ten  as  at  present  at  Huntingdon, 
seems  inadequate  to  deal  v/ith  the  population  increase  v^rhich  is  taking 
place  in  these  areas,

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  somewhat  upward  trend  compared  with  last  year 
but  is  still  well  helow  the  figure  for  England  and  Y/ales  as  a  whole  and 
for  the  County  of  Huntingdon  generally*  A  pleasing  feature  to  note  in 
this  yearns  statistics  is  the  complete  absence  of  Still  Births  -  a 
situation  which  has  not  occurred  in  the  last  five  years.  Despite  the 
increased  Birth  Rate  the  Infant  Mortality  is  also  less  than  it  has  been 
since  1959, 


The  District  shared  in  the  widespread  outbreak  of  measles  Y/hich 
occurred  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year  and  accounted  for  sane  85^ 
of  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease, 


The  Council's  plans  to  ensure  that  services  keep  pace  with  the 
increasing  requirements  arising  from  the  development  of  the  Town  have 
gone  ahead' -satisfactorily. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for 

their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me  during  the  past  year  and  all 
Officers  for  their  kind  help  and  co-operation,

Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  an  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  my  predecessor,  I\4r  R.Pulford  and  myself, 

Vfhen  I  took  up  my  appointment  in  July,  19^2  the  long- 
sustained  attempt  to  maintain  a  100^  inspection  of  meat  at 
the  local  abattoir  had  produced  a  most  difficult  situation 
as  slaughtering  had  increased  by  12^j  over  the  proceeding 
year. 


A  recent  anafe^sis  of  the  work  of  meat  inspectors  at  six 
of  the  largest  abattoirs  in  England  showed  an  average  of 
120,000  inspection  units  per  man-year,  Yfhen  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  that  we  inspected  a  total  of  aver  150,000  inspection 
units  during  19^2  without  assistance,  it  will  be  clear  that 
only  with  the  greatest  of  difficulty  could  time  be  made 
available  for  other  duties.  Office  records  were  inadequate, 
and  it  was  impossible  to  give  sufficient  attention  to 
important  routine  inspections. 

Various  attempts  v;ere  made  during  the  year  to  obtain 
part-time  assistance  from  other  authorities,  but  these 
were  unsuccessful. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Government  announced 
the  intention  of  making  Regulations  to  require  the  inspection 
and  inarking  of  all  meat  by  local  authorities.  It  there¬ 
fore,  seemed  an  inappropriate  time  for  curtailraent  of  the 
1 0O^o  meat  inspection  policy;  a  course  which  I  should  other¬ 
wise  have  been  compelled  to  advocate. 

In  these  circumstances  the  necessity  for  appointment 
of  a  full-time  assistant  was  finally  accepted,  and  this 
was  under  active  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

While  delay  in  commencement  of  the  second  5-yGar 
scheme  of  Slum  Clearance  has  been  unavoidable,  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  a  beginning  has  been  made  v/ith  the 


), 
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representation  of  a  Clearance  Area  including  six  houses. 

In  conclusion  I  v/ould  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and 
to  yourself  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  the  help 
and  co-operation  I  have  received,
